Toleration of the molt damnabſe Seas, Errors, and Hereſies that 
ever Hell did ſend forth ; and for the Civill State, inſtead of a 
wel-ſetled Monarchy, a moſt confuſed tyrannicall Anarchy, quite 
contrary to the words an1 meaning of the Covenant, and the ho- 
neſt intentions of all thoſe true hearted Religions and loyall Sub- 
jeds in the three Kingdoms, who did take that ſolemn Covenant 
with a purpoſe to keep it, and of very many thouſands who did 
never take the Covenant, ( yet very good Proteſtants and loyall 
Subzeats ) betng more affrighted with-the compulſory way of en- 
forcing it on all, then unſatisfed in the matter, being introduced 
in a legall way, none of theſe deſerving the name of Malignants, 
or to be ſo crnelly dealt with either for their perſons or Eſtates 
as hath been too too common in both Kingdoms ; but the Cove- 
nant it fe]f doth belt decipher who are Incendiarics, Malignants, 
and evill Inſtruments, +iz. thoſe who hinder the Reformation of 
Religion, who divide the K1 NG from His People, or one King- 
dome from another, or make any FaQtion or Parties amongſt the 
people, contrary to the League and Covenant. Yet by our new 
tenets, none mult be called Malignants but thoſe that have loyall 
_ hearts towards their Soveraigne, though otherwiſe never fo Re-- 
ligious ; and all of them(with Maſter AZartinz)would gladly make 
the Covenant an old Almanacke, that they might be rid'of thartie 
of preſerving His Majefties: Perſon-and Amthority, iz the preſerva= 
tion and defence of the trae Religion and Liberties of the Kingdomes, 
that the World may bear witne F- with their Conſciences of their Loy- 
alties, and that x have no thoughts or intentions to diminiſh His 
HA ajefties juſt.

As the Hiſtery of Independency hath diſcovered the praftiſes of - 
the Indepenent Funts, {o this:Append:x will diſcover their chicf 
Confegerate 10 Scoilangd, riamely, the Marqueſie of Argyle, whoſe 
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dealing with is Kindred, Friends, .and Confederates, mentivned 
inthe following diſcourſe,” will be a, warning to all religious Pro- 
teftants, how they tralt ſach.an Apoſtate Covenanter, whoſe am- 
bition and avarice hath ruined the K1nG, Church, -and State, of 
three flourithing Kingdomes. Although it may ſeem a paradox 
to many, I dare boſdly aver that Argyle and his FaRtion jn Scor- 
land have been, and are the chief Malignants,-Incendiaries, and 
evill Inſtruments, who have been the -Ruiners of theſe 3 flouriſh- 
ing Kingdoms, and the Authors of the bloud ſhed in-all of them, 
as I hope by this following Diſcourſe will be made appear to e- 
very impartiall and unprejudicate Reader who hath, or may have 
the certain knowledge of every-particwlar when time ' ſhall ſerve. 
Fhis Arg yle's Father, after the. Marriage of his Engliſh Lady; ha- 
ving turned Catholique Roman, and this his only Son by his firſt 
Lady being carefully educated by the Earle of .A4orto», by whole 
means he obtained the poſſeſſion of his Fathers whole Eſtate for 
a ſmall Penſion, and by His Majelties ſpeciall favour ( for out- 
quitting his pretended Title of Jultice, General of the-K ingdame of 
Scotland ) did obtain an Heritable:Julticiary of e-4rg yle;- Lorn, 
Kintyre, and many of the Welterne Ifles ; which power he did 
exerciſe with that cruelty that he diſguſted all the Iſlanders and 
Highlands of Sce:layd,, who was never ſo tyrannized over by any 
of their Kings till his Fathers death ( ſtill fearing his return ). he 
kept himſelf ſomewhat moderate for the ingaging for. the.Covye- 
nant, or keeping-company ſometimes: with thoſe that- were a- 
gainſt it ; but his Father being dead, finding himſelf idolized by 
thoſe who had taken the managing of all affairs into their hands, 

and that by his power and policy he could prevaile with them ta 
any thing to indear himſelf the more to that Party, he did ſeem 

exceeding, zealous for the Covenant, and pretending great fears 

from: Ireland, ( which the then Lord Dep.ity. Strafford his Great» 
neſſe and knowne averſneſſe from the: Covenant, did: make the 

more eafily to be believed ) whereas the true cauſe of his feares 

was for the loſſe of Kintyre(whereof he cozened his Brother long 

before his death) 71a, and dwers-conſiderable Iſles which were, 
and ought to. be the poſſeſſions. of the Mackaonals,. and his.ine | 
. diſcreet. provoking of Strafford, who in revenge of hig did! le 
very hardly all the Scots in; {re/ana. who would not rengQungce tm 
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National! Covenant of Scotland: he dicarming themy did Arme 
and Train many 1;þ,who (after his Head'was offi ſhed:ſo:much 
blond in{/re/and, and upon a pretence that' divers bf.che Iuckido. 
nals ( Argyle's owne Tenants for the time) were acceſlary to the 
Plot, fearing his. Judiciary power where he was both Judge and 
Party, they were inforced'to flic to-[re/ard till their peace ſhould 
be' made; to'prevent- which, he fent-their/ Wives and Children 
afterthem, took poſleſſiort of all their-moveables, and'placed'v- 
ther Tenants in their-room:;- but being-grieved that (tkettouph 
and his-Sons, who had goodly Poſlcflions,. were not gone with 
the reſt , he cauſed cite them before the'Councall, asacceflary 
to an Invaſion tobe made by Antrum and ſome of their friends 
which eitation (as legal men and notiguilty in thelealt) theyidid 
obey; andafterifornedaies ſtay in Fdenburgh (taking their walk 
daily before Argyle's dore ) they did hinmbly intreat his Secretary 
to:plead for them, that they might have a ſpeedy hearing, finee 
they were weary of their attendance; which the Secretary ac- 
quainting. the: Lord e-4gyle,- returned: them this Anfiver, That 
ſince they hadteltified therr obedience bytheir appearance, \they 
might go home and behave themſelves civilly; not medling with 
their Rebellious friends ( as he was pleaſed to tearme them ) and 
be ready npon any nevy citation, they ſhould be excnſed for that 
time : they did humbly-thank/his Lordſhip; and'ihis/Secretary, for 
this courteſie,. and didipreſently depart from: Zderburgh towards 
their tiome'; whereof my Lord (by his Spies upon them Þhaving 
notice, did immediatty convene the Councell, and whereas 1n 
many daies before (during their ſtay in Towne )-they could 
not be heard that day they were firſt called, and upon their 
not Anſwering, my Lord aggravating: their Accufation by thetr | 
departure; occaſioned by his own and his Secretaries: contriving, 
procuresa Warrant to make them Priſoners, till they ſboutdobe 
Tried, and to ſeizeupontheir Eſtates; which out of his zeale to 
the Covenant (God knows) he did carefully performe;and made 
Calkzro/and his two Sons Priſoners before they were half way 
at home; which Alexander MMackdonald (afterwards Sir Alexan- 
der CVitckdorald) being fled to Ireland ( having no valuable pot | 
ſcflion to Tookts-at-tiome) did aſſociate himſelf with the z/+in 
the beginning of their Rebellion ; bur fo ſoon as the Scots: a_ 
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came over, he did apply himſelf :to them, affuring them that he 
would doe them faithfull ſervice againſt the Jr: Rebels if they 
would releaſe his old Father and his two Brethren, unjuſtly de- 
tained Priſoners, or bring them to a Legall Trial; whereof having 
aſſurance given him, he brought-with him two hnndred gallant 
men of his friends, and did more execution npon the 7-;/4 then 
the half of the Scots Army, their Horſe being not able to follow 
through Bogs,'and their Foot not ſo ſwift as the 7rzÞ, and did-in 
one-morning bring in'f1x or ſeven thouſand Cowes to the Scots

His Majeſties ſpeciall favour overthrow the laſt Will and Teſta- 


ment of his Mother-in-law, by getting himſelf made Adminiſtra- 
tor in the roome of him who was nominated therein, whereby 
he got the Gentlewomen his Siſters whole Patrimony into his 
hands; bur before he could prevaile in this, His Majeſty did take 
ſpeciall care that ſufficient Sfrery ſhould be given that the Wil 
of the Dead ſhould be truly performed by payment of their re- 
ſpective Portions when they were Marricd, and ſuffictent main- 
tenance till chey were Married :. the Elder whoſe Portion was 
Five thouſand-pounds ſterling, is preſently ſent for, and one thou- 
ſand. pound or thereby given to a Gentleman for his ſecond. 
Wife, the reſt ( there being, a clauſe, that if any of them ſhould en- 
ter into Nunnaries, they ſhould onely have 3ool. ſterling for all ) 
being kept ſo ſcarce of their duc maintenance. ( the Gentleman 
who was Surety,having advanced of his own above roool.where- 
of he is not as yet repaid.) were ſeduced to go to Monalteries all 
faye one, who is now ready to enter through his neglect ; ſo this 
I2000]. of his Siſters Portions ( with the ruine of their Soules to 
boot) is a part of Argyle's wel-made purchaſe. | 

\ The great care taken by the Earle of AZorton for Argyle's edu- 
cation and preſervation both of his life from the cratty deſignes 


of a Step-mother, and recovery of his almoſt ruined Eſtate, was - 


ſo well requited, that ( notwithſtanding he hath .the Earle of 
Aforton's Daughter, in his bed ) in open. Parliament he ſpake 
what became him not both of that noble Lords perſon and Eſtate 
( onely, as he pretended, out of his zeale to the welfare of the 
Kingdome ) whereas the truth is, it was meerly out of his ambi-. 
tion, to,-have that Hononrable Place conferred. upon -himlelfe, 
which:was intended by. His Majeſty upon that noble Lord; but

Thus having ſhortly viewed efrg/c's religions carriage to- 
wards his Vaſlals and Tenants, Parents, friends, and Allyes, Bro- 
cher and Siſters, Neighbours ahd fellow Patriots': Let us take a 

ſbort view of his Loyall carriage towards his Soveraigne, -and his 
due obſervation of the Solemne League and Covenant with his 
covenanted Brethren of Ezgland, and then let the impartialf 
Reader judge whether he be not ſuch as is affirmed in the Propo- 
fition, the greateſt Incendiary in the 3 Kingdomes. Shouts 
It cannot be denied, but His Majeſty (as is mentioned before) 
did confer many great and Princely favours upon him at the Earl 
of Mortoy's deſire when he was Lord of Lore, ſuch whereof as 
required confirmation were approved and ratified in Parliament, 
His Majelty being preſent, ammo 1641. with the addition of the 
honour and title of Marqueſle, and a full Penfion well paid ever 
ſincewhoever want, together with (not onely an A# of Obhivnn, 
but) an Approbation af all his tyrannical proceedings againlt the 
Athell men, the Earle of Airely, and others, though not partici 
Jarly mentioned, yet as done in obedience of Orders from the 
Committee of Eſtates (obtained by his own procurement) there- 
fore to be no further queſtioned. - wenn Mo 


* The firſt indeavour in requitall of theſe and many other Royal 


favonrs was, theentringin-conſpiracy with certaine his Confe- 
derates (whom I forbear ro.name ) to transforme the Kingdome 


of Scothamd into a Free State like the Eſtates of Holland, and be- 


cauſe fome traly-noble Lords did abhor fuch a difloyall motton

thian4 who was married to his Neece, and one. of his Confidents; 
who was once heard fay, That the'3 Kingdomes wonld never baye 
eace ſo loug 4 King CHARLES his Head Was on Hui ſooul; 
ders; and yetitis only KirngCnaA RL 8B s his favour that hath 
made him and his Father exceed the eſtate of Gentlemen ) with 
many other Places to divers of their friends,intending a full Con. 
queſt of ireJand ( at lealt) to-baniſh Arrim and the Afdack lonalde 
from thence, as he and his Predeceſiors had done many of them 
out of Scotland, taking a Gift from the Parliament of England of 
ſome of the Fatle of Axztrim's Lands in Ireland, eſpecially the 
1fdand of Rachara ; to the which, one of the forementjoned Re- 
giments was {ent and kept there a long time, ſo that all the three 
Kingdomes mult be-at the charge to maintain Armies and Gar. 
riſpns for enlarging the Dominions of Argy/e, His next projet, 
having begun his Confederacy in E-g/and by ſhewing them the 
waics to get money by Taxes and Exciſe, 10 and 20 part, bring- 
109 in of Plate, voluntary Contributions, borrowing onthe Pub. 
lique Faith; tyrannizing over, the Perſons and Eſtates of all thae 
durſt be ſo bold as ſpeak again{ttheTilegall Orders, and all this 
Money in both Kingdomes to be imployed againſt His Majeſty, 
whom their renewed Covenant did oblige them to defend, ha. 
ving good opportunity to trafftique betrwixt under the: pretence 
of Commiſſioners for the Kingdome of Scotland, the relt for the 
moſt part cither his Creatures or Confidents, ſo that he ruled all 
the Councell at home and abroad, ſending Lothian to France to 
have them brought in a Confederacy, abuſing His Majeſty by pro- 
curing His Commiſſion for Treating conceraing the keeping and 
preſervation of that auntient League betwixt France and Scotland 
(begun in Charles the Great's time, with e {chains King of Stet- 
lard) but the effe&t of the Treaty was to bring Money to Ag yle, 
- Whoa, at tigie when the Kingdome ſtood in much need of Men, 
fold five thouſand to the Frenchto ve under his Brother, ( from 
whom he had as formerly the Eſtate, ſo now the Title of Kintyre 
and he muſt be Earle of /iz, all the Intereſt he had there being. 

Y his. quondam T tor ( now Slave ) Barcley, his being ſometime 
Provoſt chereof ) and the Chancellors Brother Lange ſur, Fravve 
"nd: [mein had bad pevyworths, _ Argyle madea good

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market for the men, like Money truſted in a Juglers hand, were 
gone with a puffe:; thus-you ſee how much both K 1 w & and 


Kingdome were obliged to him in this particular, But to come 


to the main point of the Conſpiracy, finding Scotland ( although 


he had all the power of the Perſons and Eſtates in his hand ) not 
pliable as yet to caſt off Monarchy, and imbrace Ariſtocracy, of 


* whom, ( as affairs ſtood ) none could. be the chief Ruler but him- 


ſclf; he did imploy the Zealots of the Clergy to aſperſe this, 
who did oppoſe him (eſpecially fome molt faichfull and religious 
Noble men ) as if they were fallen from their firſt love, turn ene- 
mies to the cauſe of Chriſt ; had with Demas, imbraced this pre- 
ſent world : and that Argyle was the onely man thar ſtood in the 
gap, threatning out of their Pulpits all fuch as would think: or 
ſpeak evill of him ; but when the State-Jnglers with their Clergy= 
Impoſtors, could neither ſhake the Loyalty of the one, who were 
really for the Covenant and Monarchicall Government , nor 
plaſter over the many fraudulent cheats of the Argathelian party, 
now become a moſt odious and heavy burthen to the Kingdome, 
haraſed and ruined from the one end to the other by him and his 
Armies on the one part, and A4oztrofſe and'his Confederates on 
the other part, (Argyle, of the two, being the Kingdomes moſt 
cruell enemy ) was fimulat humiliation, having the Church-men 
Rill his friends, did reconcile himſelf to the other noble and loyall 
Patriots by ſuffering them to take ſome ſhare of the Govern- 
ment,that the ( by him ) diſ-jointed State might by them be ſet in 
a right frame agatn, with a reſolution when all things were right, 
to uſurp kis wonted Authority, and follow his old trade of De- 
throning His Majeſty, and cautonizing the Kingdom : but things 
falling our ſo that one day at Nazeby, quelling the K 1 N G's 
party in Exgland ; and one day at Phillipſbangh, almoſt quieting 
Scetland; finding the Presbyterians in Enpland inclinable"to 
peace, and deſirous of His Majeſties re-eſtabiſhment according 
to the Covenant : He leaves them, and joynes Councell with Say, 
Purpoint, Cromwell, and others of the Independent Junto, doing 
them that' Maſterpiece of good ſervice ; firſt, under colour-of 
Loyalty and friendſhip to prevaile with His Majeſty to retutn to 
the Scets Army : then at Newarke, {romwell contributing a Paſlc 
to Hudſon and Aſoburneham-with a flack Guard,that His Majel'y 
nl | | might 
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might the more freely eſcape. Secondly, after many learned and 
loyall Speeches for 1onarchy, the Kingdome of Scotland: intereſt. 
in the Perſon of.the K1NnG, and many Vowes and Proteltations 
both in private and publique not ta abandon His Majefty with- 
ont his own conſent, contrary to all which, he and his Party did: 
overthrow the Loyalty of that once famous Gentleman, L. Ge- 

nerall David Leſlie (who had deeply ſworn, and ingaged himſelf 
to His Majcſty, to convoy Him ſafely into Scotland, or then to ſee
